A o DRAMATIC SEARCH is now in progress 
- for three possible survivors of the 
Kwongsang tragedy, one of the European | 
officers, and two Chinese members of the crew. 
Villagers at Sansha, a smail township on one 
of the coimtiess bays in North Fukien, have 
stated quite definitely that all three wete seen 


alive, marooned on an unnamed island on 
Monday last, seven days after the disaster. 


H.M.S. Sepoy and the s.s. Fooshing, whose joint 
efforts have established the tragic fact of the loss of 
the Kwongeang, have now abandoned enquiries in this 
direction and are engaged in an exhaustive search for 
the men reported to have survived. Dozens of small 
uninhabited islands are to be found in the vicinity, and 
their anxious quest may take some time. 


A graphic story of the sinking of the Kwongsang 
has been related to the investigators by villager eye- 
witnesses. The vessel seems to have battled through 


the terrific seas of Sunday night, and she appeared in a 
sinking condition near Chupi on Monday morning, The; 
K.wongsang was practically helpless in the grip of the 
storm and foundered at 9 a.m. on Monday, August 10.

in the report, although it al- 
ludes in carefully guarded terms 
to -the effect of Germany’s 
externah obligations and the 
dangers - likely to be--encoun- 
tered if she continues her 
past policy of borrowing from 
abroad almost as great sums as 
she hag to pay out in the form of 
reparations. 

The report hints that 
conditions would cduse German 
dumping on a, scale ruinous to 
every other country.
